Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on April 2, 2004. These drawings are accepted by the 
Examiner. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure.

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the recited business form having a 
removable integrated portion. The independent claims identify the distinct features of a substrate 
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and method that include a base layer, a liner layer and a backing layer adhesive secured to the 
liner layer having an integrated removable portion comprising a portion of the base layer and the 
liner layer with a periphery edge defined by a die cut and an integrated tab comprising a portion 
of the base layer and being surrounded on at least three sides by the integrated removable 
portion, wherein the periphery edge is defined by a second die cut. The closest prior art of 
record, Casagrande (USPN 6,322,655) and Fischer (USPN 5,736,212), disclose different 
business forms, which either singular or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious the 
above limitations.
